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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-9 and 11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 3 is 
allowable because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of analyzing 
cells by 3D motion where methyl cellulose is used to slow down cell mobility to a point 
where monitoring can take place. Claim 4 allowable because the prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a method of analyzing the cellular performance by applying 
methyl cellulose to slow down cell mobility to a point where monitoring can take place. 
All depending claims are allowable. Cellular performance is defined by the specification 
(paragraph 56 or page 4, right column 4 th paragraph) as being a kinetic analysis that 
includes a cells motility, morphology, protein expression and /or phenotypical changes. 
Table 1 includes cellular parameters currently being mathematically modeled and 
calculated. All depending claims are allowable.
